UN launches $300m 
appeal as warships 
head to Philippines

TACLOBAN (AFP) - The 
UN launched an appeal for 
more than 1 300 million m aid 
as US and British warships 
on Wednesday steamed to¬ 
wards the typhoon-ravaged 
Philippines, where thousands 
of people are feared dead. 

Five days after Super Ty¬ 
phoon Haiyan destroyed en¬ 
tire coastal communities with 
record winds and tsunami - 
like waves, the magnitude of 
tlie disaster continued to 
build with almost unimagin¬ 
able horror 

Festering bodies still lit¬ 
tered the streets in many 
areas Wednesday, ’with the 
smell of rotting fi esh hanging 
in the air and ramping up the 
fear of disease in the tropical 
heat. 


Increasingly desperate 
survivors begged for help 
that was having difficulty 
reaching them -- many still 
without access to food and 
water after nights spent in the 
op en. 

UN humanitarian chief 
Valerie Amos told reporters 
in Manila the money was 
needed for "food, health, san¬ 
itation, shelter, debris re¬ 
moval and also protection of 
the most vulnerable" 

The UN warned ID,GOD 
people were feared dead in 
just, one city, Tacloban, the 
provincial capital of Leyte 
province where five-metre 
(Id-foot) waves flattened 
nearly everything in their 
path as they swept hundreds 
of metres inland.

Constitutional Court of 
St. Maarten delivers 
judgement in first matter 
filed by Ombudsman 



ST MAARTEN t ORAN- 
JESTAD --Last Friday, B No¬ 
vember 2012, the 
Constitutional Court of St 
Maarten delivered its judg¬ 
ment m the first matter filed 
by the Ombudsman of St 
Maarten, Dr Hilda Arduin 
The Ombudsman had re¬ 
quested the Court to review 
me new Criminal Code of St 
Maarten as to its compliance 
with the Constitution of St 
M aarten Tin s form o fj udictal 
review is ex ante (before the 
law enters into farce) and ab¬ 
stract, that is wi tli out a con¬ 
crete case before the Court 
Tile Constitutional Court 
of St Maarten is the only con¬ 
stitutional court within the 
Kingdom of the Netherlands. 
The judgment w T as given by 
the President, Jacob “Bob" 
Wit (Judge of the Caribbean 
Court of Justice) and the 
Members Jan de Boer (Judge 
of the Common Court of Jus¬ 
tice of Aruba, Curasao, St 
Maarten and of Bonaire, St 
Eustatius and Saba) and Ben 
Vermeulen (Member of the 
Dutch Council of State) 

The Ombudsman of St 
Maarten filed seven com¬ 
plaints with respect to the 
Criminal Code. Four of these 
complaints the Court consid¬ 
ered well founded. Two of 
these four complaints (with 
respect to the date of ratifica¬ 


tion and renumbering of the 
Code) were of a more techni¬ 
cal legal nature. These have 
not resulted in nullifications 
of the legislation. 

The third successful com¬ 
plaint concerns the pa ssibility 
of imposing life sentences, it. 
cannot be excluded that at 
some time in the future a life 
sentenced prisoner will be 
fully rehabilitated and that 
continued detention can no 
longer be justified on legiti¬ 
mate penological grounds. 
The Constitutional Court, ap¬ 
plying the case law of the Eu¬ 
ropean Court of Human 
Rights, decided that in such a 
case even a life sentenced 
prisoner must have bath a 
possibility of review and a 
prospect of release Tins 
flaws from section 3 af the 
Constitution of St Maarten 
prohibiting cruel, inhuman 
and degrading treatment or 
punishment As the Code 
lacks any provision providing 
for such a review and the 
government was not willing 
to undertake that m such a 
case a pardon will be given, 
the Court found itself com¬ 
pelled to strike dawn a num¬ 
ber of provisions in the 
Criminal Code providing for 
the possibility of imposing 
life sentences

The fourth successful com¬ 
pliant concerns two provi¬ 
sions in the Criminal Code 
dealing with conditional re¬ 
lease. These provisions 
favour illegal aliens over 
residents when sentenced to 
less than five years whereas 
they completely exclude 
conditional release for ille¬ 
gal aliens when sentenced 
to five years or more. The 
Court struck down both pro¬ 
visions on the basis of their 
arbitrariness and as consti¬ 
tuting a violation of the 
principle of equal treatment 
(section 16 of the Constitu¬ 
tion) 

Three of the complaints 
were considered to he un¬ 
founded These complaints 
dealt with the issue of a in¬ 
creased maximum sentence 
for theft committed with re¬ 
spect to recreational 
tourists, animal fights with 
a government permit and 
the possibility of organizing 
prostitution with a permit of 
the Minister of Justice. 

Resulting from the stak¬ 
ing dawn of some parts of 
the Criminal Code, the St 
Maarten legislature can, if it 
so wishes, adapt di redraft 
those parts of the legisla¬ 
tion. The amendments re¬ 
sulting from that exercise 
may, o f cours e, b e referre d 
to the Court for further re¬ 
view" if the Ombudsman 
finds reasons to do so.

White House warns

WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
The White House Tuesday 
warned lawmakers mulling 
tougher sanctions on Iran that 
thwarting US diplomacy 
could leave President Barack 
Ob am a little option but to use 
military force against 
Tehran 1 s nucl e ar pra gram. 

"The American people do 
not want a march to war," 
spokesman Jay Carney said ; 
in a significant stiffening of 
US rhetoric towards oppo¬ 
nents of a proposed interim 
agreement with Tehran on 
Capitol Hill. 

Carney warned that if 
Obama's efforts to solve the 
Iranian nuclear crisis diplo¬ 
matically failed, or were 
blocked, he would be left 


with few other options, 
among them, a military one. 

Officials had earlier 
warned that the kind of new 
sanctions being mulled by bi¬ 
partisan senators on Capitol 
Hill could alienate Iran's ne¬ 
gotiating team and embolden 
hardliners in Iran that oppose 
dialogue between President 
Hass an Rouham's envoys and 
die United States. 

"The American people 
justifiably and understand¬ 
ably prefer a peaceful solu¬ 
tion that prevents Iran from 
obtaining a nuclear weapon, 
and tins agreement, if it's 
achieved, has the potential to 
do that," Carney said, 

"The alternative is military 
action " 


OPEC ticks up 2013 oil demand forecast 

VIENNA - {AFP) - The OPEC oil cartel on Tuesday in¬ 
creased its fore cast for oil demand growth sn 2013 on expec¬ 
tations of better-than-expected improvement in developed 
country economies. 

The Organization of Petroleum Exporting Countries said in 
its November monthly report that demand would average 
89.78 million barrels per day (mbpd) in 2013, a slight 0.04 
mbpd increase from last month's forecast 
Most of the demand increase came from small adjustments 
in Europe and North America with non-OECD countries see¬ 
ing demand forecasts in a slight decline

BOGOTA (AFP) - Colombia

The accusation comes as 
the present Colombian gov¬ 
ernment is engaged in deli¬ 
cate peace talks with the 
rebels, and it was not imme¬ 
diately clear what effect it 
would have on negotiations. 

Defense Minister Juan 
Carlos Pinzon said he had 
met with Uribe "tD inform 
him of the detection of apian 
by the FARC's Teofilo Forero 
Mobile Column to make an 
attempt on Ins life." 

Pinzon said President Juan 
Manuel Santos ordered au¬ 


thorities "to guarantee the se¬ 
curity and integrity of the for¬ 
mer head of state and protect 
him, as well as to get those 
responsible for these threats " 

Uribe told reporters m Bo¬ 
gota he would be more care¬ 
ful about his movements in 
the future, but added "You 
have to stay in the fight." 

Uribe, now 61, waged a 
fi erce war against the FARC 
during his presidency from 
2DDT to 2D IQ, reducing 
Colombia's largest leftist 
rebel group hy half and con¬ 
fining it to remote areas of 
the country. 

After leaving office, he 
split bitterly with Santos, his 
former defense minister and 
successor, for trying to make 
peace with the rebel group 


and for mending relations 
with neighboring Venezuela. 

Details of the plot against 
Uribe were not disclosed and 
it was not immediately appar¬ 
ent what impact they might 
have on the peace talks, 
which mark their first an¬ 
niversary on November 19. 

The president of the Con¬ 
gress, Juan Fernanda Cristo, 
said tiie news was "very seri¬ 
ous 1 ' but reserved judgment 
on the fallout 

"We have to await the de¬ 
tails, what kind of attack or 
plot was involved But if it is 
confirmed, we have to de¬ 
mand that the (FARC) nego¬ 
tiators in Havana explain it to 
the country," he said

His United Socialist Party of 
Venezuela (PSUV) is one law¬ 
maker shy it needs in the Na¬ 
tional Assembly to pass the 
" enabling law" that would give 
bin special legislative powers 
for one year. 

But first, to get the three- 
fifths majority, the PS UV will 
call a vote Tuesday to oust op¬ 
position lawmaker Maria Mer¬ 
cedes Aranguren from the 
unicameral assembly. 

Aranguren was elected as a 
PS UV candidate but she has 
since moved to the opposition 
and has been accused of cor¬ 
ruption. 

She would be replaced by 
her substitute, C aid os Flores, 
who is considered a "Chav- 
ista," a follower of the doctnne 
of late leader Hugo Chavez. 

His suppoil. would allow the 
PSUV to vote on the "enabling 
law" as early as tins week. 

"Tbs deputy (Aranguren) 
was elected with votes from

The measure states it "aims 
to avoid the risk of foreign 
states breaching the sover¬ 
eignty of the Uruguayan state 
in the absence Df appropriate 
regulations and occupying a 
significant position in agricul¬ 
tural activity." 

The country's presidency, 
which announced the proposal, 
argued that land is a scarce and 
nonrenewable resource m 
Uruguay as it highlighted the 
economic importance of the 
agricultural sector. 

The proposed law seeks to

WASHINGTON (AFP) - Se¬ 
cret pricing is making health¬ 
care in the United States more 
expensive than ever, leading 
costs to triple in the past two 
decades, experts said Tuesday. 

Overall, US heal die are 
costs now account for nearly 
IS percent of gross domestic 
product (GDP), twice the 
amount sp ent by Japan, Ireland 
and Sweden where people are 
generally healthier and live 
longer 

Ninety-one percent of US 
healthcare cost increases since 
2000 have been due to the 
price of doctor visits, drugs, 
devices and administrative 
costs, said the report in the 
Journal of the American Med¬ 
ical Association 

“Casts have tripled in real 
terms over the past two 
decades," said the study 

The findings contradict the 
widely held belief that an 
aging population and higher 
demand for medical treatment 
are causing the prices to rise, 
said study author Hamilton 
Moses 

"Price is the culprit" he 
told reporters at a briefing in 
Washmgton * No t p opul ation, 
demographics, or use and in¬ 
tensity that is driving the in¬ 
crease." 

Moreover, many of' these 
costs are unknown "to die pub¬ 
lic and even doctors them¬ 
selves until after the services 
have already been rendered, 
sai d M oses, an adj unct pro fes - 
sor of neurology and former 
chief physician of The Johns 
Hopkins Hospital 

Many prices are "com¬ 
pletely invisible to you and to 
your doctors," he said, noting 
that most are set by the federal 
government or negotiated con¬ 
fidentially with hospitals. 

"This is not a market. It is 
far from a market," said 
Moses "Few prices are 
known. They are not well-pub - 
licized " 

A better way would be to 
use reference pricing, a system 
that sets a level of reimburse¬ 
ment for a group of inter¬ 
changeable medicines, he said 

Preference pricing is usedm 


many European countries, in¬ 
cluding France, Denmark, Fin¬ 
land, Germany and Italy. 

If the United States were to 
adopt tins strategy, it is "likely 
to be quite effective, having 
been effective in other coun¬ 
tries," said Moses. 

The study showed that US 
healthcare expenditures were 
$3.7 trillion m 3 D11 Health 1 s 
proportion of GDP doubled be¬ 
tween 1930 and 2011 to 17 9 
p ercent. 

Meanwhile, government 
binding for health care in¬ 
creased from 31 percent in 
19S0 to 43 percent m 3011 
Chrome illnesses made up 
34 percent of costs overall, and 
again, contrary to widely held 
belief, they were not only 
clue fry among the elderly 
In fact, researchers found 
that 61 percent of health spend¬ 
ings was on chrome illnesses in 
people under 6 5. 

Other key drivers of the rise 
are administrative costs in¬ 
curred when doctors and hos¬ 
pitals seek payment from 
insurers and individuals These 
fees are rising by six percent a 
year, the research found.

By refusing to take up the 
matter, the top US court let 
stand a ruling by the state's 
supreme court that struck 
down a local law requiring 
■ th e p erfo rm ance, di spl ay and 
explanation of a pre-abortion 
ultrasound" 

The state claimed to have a 
1 1 e gitimate mtere st o f r edu cmg 
the risk that a woman may 
elect an abortion, only tD dis¬ 
cover later, with devastating 
psychological consequences, 
that her decision was not fully 
informed.' 1 

The law mandated that doc¬ 
tors or certified technicians 
working with them perform ul¬ 
trasounds on woman at least an 
hour before carrying out an 
abortion 

It required the images to be 
displayed in such a way that 
they could be seen by the 
women in question and man¬ 
dated a "simultaneous explana¬ 
tion of what the ultrasound is 
depicting.' 

In addition, physicians or 
certified technicians were re¬ 
quired to provide a medical de¬ 
scription of the images, which 
had to include such details, if 
applicable, of a heart beat and 
internal organs 

They also had to "obtain a 
written certification from the 
woman, prior to the abortion" 
although the measure stated 
that "neither tire physician nor 
the pregnant woman shall be 
subject to any penalty if she re¬ 
fuses to look at the presented 


Bill Gates

AE UJ A (AFP) - US billionaire 
Bill Gates oil Monday vowed 
to help end die scourge of polio 
in Nigeria, Africa's mo st p opu- 
lous nation, still blighted by the 
debilitating disease. 

Africa's richest man, Alika 
Dan gate, attended the forum, 
as did President Goodluck 
Jonathan and other dignatones 
and religious leaders including 
the supreme head of Muslims 
in Nigeria, the Sultan of 
Sakoto, Sa'Ad Abubakar. 

"I have decided to hem part¬ 
nership with you and I will be 
excited when we reach tins 
milestone and (there is) no 
more polio" m the country. 
Gates said. 

He urged a presidential task 
force working on poll d eradica¬ 
tion “to track these gaps", urg¬ 
ing gr e ater interact! on b etwe en 
campaigners. 

Health Minister Onyebuchi 
Chukwu said Nigeria had re¬ 
duced by 50 percent the “Type 
A" polio virus, though Si eases 
had recently been reported 

Jonathan announced the con¬ 
ferment of one of the nation's 
most prestigious honours, the 
Commander of the Federal Re¬ 
public, on Gates in apprecia¬ 
tion of his contribution to 
wiping out tire disease. 

Polio is caused by a highly 
infectious virus that invades 
the nervous system through the 
mouth and can cause irre¬ 
versible paralysis within a mat¬ 
ter of hours 

Among those paralysed, be¬ 
tween five and 10 percent die 
when their breathing muscles 
fail to work Children under the 
age of five are those most at 
risk. 

Infection typically occurs 
through water that carries the 
virus. 

There is no cure for the dis¬ 
ease, hut there are highly effec¬ 
tive vaccines tD prevent it 

In 19SS, polio was endemic 
m 125 countnes, but by 2012, 
this was reduced to three coun¬ 
tries -- Afghanistan, Nigeria 
and Pakistanis 
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Japan plans $16 bn aid 
package for greenhouse-gas

NEW YORK CITY (AFP) - Apple announced Tuesday it 
has begun selling its newly revamped iPad mini tablet 
with an enhanced "retina 11 display, for which it had not 
previously announced a firm launch date. Apple is the 
largest single vendor of tablets although its market share 
has now slipped amid competition from rivals. Analysts 
say the lower-priced iPad mini accounts for more than 
half of Apple tablet sales, although the company has not 
released detailed sales figures. The iPad mini is being 
sold in the Apple online store and by retailers and mobile 
operators starting at $339 for US customers. The old iPad 
mini is sold at prices starting at $299.

E-cigarettes could save millions of lives, 
conference told 


LONDON (AFP) - Switching 
to e-cigarettes could save mil¬ 
lions of smokers' lives, a con¬ 
ference on tiie rapidly 
expanding use of the devices 
heard Tuesday, though some 
delegates warned more re¬ 
search on the healtli effects is 
needed. 

The merits of e-cigarettes 
were thrashed out at a one-day 
gathering of some 350 scien- 
tists, exp erts, pollcymakers 
and industry figures at the 
Royal Society in London 

The use of electronic ciga¬ 
rettes — battery-powered de¬ 
vices that simulate smoking by 
heating and vaporising a liquid 
solution containing nicotine -- 
has grown rapidly, with to¬ 
bacco manufacturers jumping 


on the trend. 

Sales have doubled annu¬ 
ally far die last four years and 
there are an estimated seven 
million users across Europe. 

European lawmakers in Oc¬ 
tober threw out a bid to curb 
sales of e-cigarettes by classi¬ 
fying them as me di cm el prod¬ 
ucts. 

Delegates m London de¬ 
bated how the market had 
moved faster than science or 
the law. 

“Cigarettes are killing 5 4 
million people per year in the 
world," said Robert West, a 
health psychology professor 
and the director of tobacco 
studies at Cancer F.esearch 
UK. 

He told delegates switching 


to e-cigarettes could save mil¬ 
lions of lives, but tlie debate 
was about "whether that goal 
can be realised and how best to 
do it". 

The professor said almost a 
third of attempts to quit smok¬ 
ing involved e-'Cigarettes. 

Though they are estimated 
to be between 95 and 99 per¬ 
cent safer than smoking ciga¬ 
rettes, some countries have 
banned them and attendees de¬ 
bated the thorny issue of 
whether regulation -- possibly 
under medicinal rules -- should 
be brought m 

They also debated then po¬ 
tential as a tool to quit smoking 
or whether they might become 
a gateway for those who have 
never smoked

The 
numb er o f Vb d afo ne c onn ec - 
tions dropped to just under 5.3 
million. 

Globally the British company 
saw turnover increase 1.2% to 
€2 6 bn and a drop in operating 
profit of S 3% to €5 Tbn over 
the six months.

EU leaders urge swift response 
to youth employment crisis 


PARIS (AFP) - Europe's lead¬ 
ers on Tuesday put urgency 
into the search for a solution to 
high youth unemployment at a 
meeting m Paris on what is 
seen as tire continent's most 
pressing 'challenge. 

"What is important is to 
move quickly," stressed 
French President Francois 
HoUande, who hosted heads of 
state or government from 24 of 
the EU's 28 member states at 
the event. 

Hie conference followed a 
July summit in Berlin initiated 
by German Chancellor Angela 
Merkel, who called youth un¬ 
employment "perhaps the most 
pressing problem facing Eu¬ 
rope". 

She warned that die conti¬ 
nent faced the emergence of a 
"lost generation", triggering a 
raft of measures aimed at re¬ 
versing the trend. 

H oil aside said a "youth guar¬ 
antee" scheme, whereby young 
people are given jobs, further 
education or training within 
four months o f 1 caving s cho ol, 
would be put m place m the 
next two years. 

To speedup the process, all 


member states who send in 
their plans for the scheme's im¬ 
plementation before die end of 
the year can "access the neces¬ 
sary financing from January 
I" ' 

European Commissi on pres¬ 
ident Jose Manuel Barra so 
said resources for the scheme 
depended on member states. 
"We need something concrete, 
we need fast results," he said. 

According to the European 
Commission's latest statistics, 
the EU -wi de y outh j obi essnes s 
rate stands at 23.5 percent A 
total of 7 5 million aged 15-24 
are not in work, education or 
training. 

Hie sting of the crisis is felt 
differently across the bloc. Hie 
youth unemployment rate is 
pinned down at 7 7 percent m 
Europe's healthiest economy 
Germany, but soaring past 53 
percent in debt-crippled south¬ 
ern countries such as Greece Dr 
Spam. 

EU members have pledged 
12 billion euros (lid billion) 
over the next two years while 
the European Investment Bank 
and European Social Fund 
plan to spend similar amounts. 


Hie focus on training can 
help Europe's youth become 
more employable but many 
observers argue no dramatic 
changes in joblessness statis¬ 
tics can be expected without 
economic growth. 

"Without growth, tliere will 
he no jobs for the youth Poli¬ 
tics doesn't create jobs, busi¬ 
ness creates jobs," said 
Merkel 

Hoil ande, who is grappling 
with record-low popularity rat¬ 
ings, had made youth employ¬ 
ment one of his mandate's top 
priorities. He has vowed a re¬ 
turn to employment growth by 
year's end, but that looks an in¬ 
creasingly unlikely prospect. 

"In 2014 unemp 1 oyment 
will unfortunately remain too 
high, but there is perspective, 
there is hope," said European 
Council president Herman Van 
Rompuy 

Despite the new sense of ur¬ 
gency among the EU's leaders, 
critics say that Brussels' moves 
tD ease the crisis often lack 
boldness and tend to rely too 
heavily on German policies 
til at are not easily replicated. 


American, US Airways to drop airport 
slots for merger 


WASHINGTON (AFP) - 
American Airlines and US Air¬ 
ways on Tuesday agreed to 
give up valuable airport slats 
to low-cost airlines in a deal 
with US officials to proceed 
with their mega-merger 

Hie proposed settlement 
with the Justice Department 
over its antitrust lawsuit clears 
the way for the two airlines to 
create the world's largest air¬ 
line. 

American's parent, AMR 
Corp, and US Airways said 
they now expect to complete 
the merger in December and 
will then give up slots and 
other rights at seven key air¬ 
ports under a Justice Depail¬ 
ment divestiture process. 

Hie proposed settlement re¬ 
quires court approval. 

The companies will divest 
slots and gates to "Low-cost" 
airlines “in order to enhance 
system-wide competition m 
the airline industry resulting in 
more choices and more com¬ 
petitive airfares for con¬ 
sumers," the Justice 
Department said in a state¬ 
ment. 

Hie two airlines will have to 
cede a significant number of 
slots at two of the busiest air¬ 
ports on the East Coast — 34 at 
New York's La Guardi a and 
104 at Washington's Reagan 
National. 


Southwest Airlines and Jet- 
Blu e Airways woui d b e p oten - 
tial early garners from the deal 
because they currently lease 
slots from American, the Jus¬ 
tice Department noted 
American and US Airways 
will also give up gate and 
ground facilities at La Guardi a, 
Reagan National, Boston's 
Logan InternatiDual, Chicago's 
O'Hare, Dallas Love Field, Los 
Angeles International, and 
Miami International 
The pr up osed agreement 
was j Dined by six states and 
Washington, DC, which also 
sought to block the merger, 
saying the new airline would 
have near-monopoly power m 
some routes and airports 
Hie new American is com¬ 
mitted to maintaining hubs m 
New York's Kennedy Interna¬ 
tional. Lds Angeles, Miami, 
Chicago's O'Hare, Philadel¬ 
phia, Phoenix and Charlotte 
for three years. 

AMR Corp and US Air¬ 
ways welcomed die removal of 
th e 1 ast maj or b am er t o the $ 11 
billion merger they announced 
last February The new com- 
p any will be the world's largest 
earner, serving more than 330 
destinations m 56 countries 
Doug Parker, chairman and 
CEO of US Airways, and in¬ 
coming CEO of tire combined 
airline, said "We are pleased 


to have this lawsuit behind us 
Bird look forward to building 
the new American Airlines to - 
g ether." 

Hie divestitures, to take 
place under a Justice Depart¬ 
ment-approved process fol¬ 
lowing the completion of the 
merger, are not expected to im¬ 
pact total employment at the 
new American, the companies 
said. 

Despite the divestitures, 
they said, die new Amen can is 
still expected to generate more 
than $1 billion in annual net 
synergies beginning in 2015, 
as they estimated in February 

The companies also an¬ 
nounced an agreement with the 
Department of Transportation 
to continue tire commuter serv¬ 
ices they currently operate be¬ 
tween Washington's Reagan 
National airport and small- and 
medium-sized markets. 

Hie August antitrust lawsuit 
stalled the merger, which the 
companies had expected to 
complete during the dnrd quar¬ 
ter after garnering the approval 
of shareholders, creditors and

World's largest orange diamond to be auctioned 
in Geneva 

GENEVA (AFPI-A 
spectacular and 
rare orange dia¬ 
mond, the largest 
known gem of its 
kind, will go under 
the hammer in 
Geneva Tuesday, 
with auctioneers 
hoping it will fetch 
at least S20 million. 

The fiery almond- 
shaped diamond, nicknamed ’The Orange" has been 
travelling the world in recent weeks to help Christie's 
evaluate how much of a buzz it might cause. The deep 
orange gemstone, which was found in South Africa, 
weighs a whopping 14.82 carats, and the Gemological 
Institute of America (GIA) has handed it the top rating 
for coloured diamonds: "fancy vivid". Pure orange dia¬ 
monds, also known as "fire diamonds™, are exception¬ 
ally uncommon and very few have been auctioned, with 
the largest never more than six carats. Coloured dia¬ 
monds, once considered a curiosity, are rarer than white 
diamonds and today rake in higher prices per carat than 
even the most flawless, translucent stone. That, Warren 
explained, was because, "coloured diamonds are real 
freaks of nature. They begin as white diamonds, and its 
some accidental colouring agent in the ground that will 
turn it a particular colour.” Coloured diamonds "are ex¬ 
traordinarily rare stones,™ agreed David Bennett, who 
heads the European jewellery division at Sotheby's.

(40 feet) 

During her journey the boat 
capsized several times, Paque¬ 
tte said, adding she was terri¬ 


fied after hit ting her head and 
nearly passing out when her 
boat keeled over two weeks 
ago 

"1 was also afraid of the 
cargo ships. They really came 
very close to me. Sometimes I 
was afraid of not seeing my 
family again, so I am really 
happy that they are here," she 
said.
